Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/28/08 has been entered. 

Claims 52-77 are pending in this application. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Rosevear et al, which teaches structurally similar compounds as claimed in 
herein. See page 342, various compounds. However, the reference differs from the 
instant claims in that the R3 in the instant claim is alkyl substituted with various 
substituents. There is no such provision in the reference, and hence one of ordinary skill 
in the art would not arrive at the claimed compounds, composition and method of 
claims.
